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DISAPPEARANCE OF RELEASED FRISOEERS 
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3 CM 1. Argentine Human Right organizations have 1 
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POL/R expressed concern to Embassy regarding the

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JF publicized disappearance in February of four 
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prisoners vho were released around midnight 
from La Plata prison has raised serious fears 
among prisoner families here. He have Just 
learned of a similar disappearance which 
occurred in aid -March, also at La Plata prison. 
2. According to report issued by the Argentine 
Permanent Assembly for Human Rights (APDH) , a 
well-known Labor lawyer from Zarate, Buenos 
Aires Province, Dr. Juan Carlos Deghl, was 
released from La Plata prison at 2300 hours 
on March 20. His wife who had maintained a 
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1 vigil at the prison because of the previous released I 
prisoner disappearances there set his at the prison gate. 
A short distance from the prison gate, both were abducted! 
Mrs. Deghi was released a short time later. Dr. Deghi's 
body was found in the streets of Zarate with several 
gunshot wounds on March 24. A forensic doctor estimated 
that he had been killed on Mareh 21. 

3. The Permanent Assembly, following e new policy of 
Increased publicity, has filed "denunclas" with the 
Military Junta, Ministry of Justice and the First Army 
Corps Command pointing out the evident complicity between 
the prison authorities and the murderers of Dr. Deghi.

this issue has been discussed with the Ministry of 
Interior. Minlnt Director of Security Colonel San Roman 
E. J that instructions have been given to 

all federal penitentiaries that prisoner releases shall 
only be made during daylight hours. (Mote: La Plata 

prison is administered by the Province of Buenos Aires, 
although it houses 795 political prisoners through a 
cooperative agreement with the Federal Government. 

5. EMBASSY CC81MENTS: These five documented prisoner 

release and disappearance cases and a nisuber of other 
similar reports are having serious repercussions among 

| the prisoner families and Human Rights organizations | 
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I in Argentina. The first four La Plata disappearances 1 
have been reported widely in the Argentine press. 

Charges of collusion between prison authorities and the 
abductors are hard to deny when the prisoner releases 
occur late at night. He believe that the GOA is concerned 
about the adverse publicity generated by these cases. 
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
